The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 ,84(p)(4) 
because reference character "16" has been used to designate both the frame and 
pocket.

Claims 1-7, 9, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Tawll '206. 

The use of elastomeric straps in expandable luggage and expansion gussets is 
well-know in the art. Note the straps 50 of Tawil. Note also the gusset at 1 6 drawn into 
the luggage by the straps as shown in Figure 5. 

3. Claims 2-5, 12, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Doppelt. 

Note members 44, 44' and 52 defining elastomeric straps 

4. Claims 2-6. 9, 13, 14, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Abramson. 

Note the elastic straps 18 in Abramson which are shown above each other in 
Figures 4 and 5. 

5. Claims 2, 3, 6 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Dyke '118. . 

Note member 34 in Figure 4 of Dyke, which provides a restoring force between 
sections of luggage. The member includes plastic portions 30, 32 attached to the 
gusset to define a fold at the space between the plastic members, as claimed. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tawil 

'206. 

The method claimed is no more than an obvious method of using the case of 
Tawil '206. 

7. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dyke, Tawil, Chang et al, Dyke, Corey, Popkin et al, Kotkins, Jr, 
Wyant and Scicluna et al show other expandable luggage constructions.
